The Richmond Dispatch gives some advice
to people who like to sport oun the water,
which 1 just ay aprprupriate inthis vieinity:

At this season of the year, when pleasury
snils on the rivers are very common, and
capsizes sl other accidents not unfrequent,
a word of advice may not be improper. In
times of accident self possession is of the
highest importance. With presence of mind
g man may sustain himself in water for seve-
ral hours fny placing his hand upon n small
bonrd or row our, and Iiuatin;; with it. A
sail boat, capable of vnrryin HIX PErsons mn
her, when in good order, will, even after fil-
ling, sustain & dozen men for sn indefinite
length of time if they put their hands upon
her, and float with the tide. Ifthe craft cap-
wizes she iy even more buoyant than when
full of water and would sustain snd carry
sutely to shore half a dozen men who could
not swim, if they did no more than put their
hands upon her and thus prevent themselves
from sinking. Never attempt to swim ushors
nlone, as long us you are within reach of the
boat and she is atﬂmt; but stick to her like n
leech, and guide her to the shore by the usu
of une hand and your feet. More persons are
drowned from fright than in any other way
Remember this fact, if you get cast into the
water stick to the ship while there is a plank
left to ride the waves.
